empty glass jar with a large month and 
hold it over a gas jet until it is -well 
warmed. Then place it mouth downward 
over the little bottle and press it down 
with your hand so that the rim of its 
mouth will sink into the dampened blot- 
ting paper and thus keep the outer air 
from getting into the jar.

One bun- ] 
dred and forty-eight blocks were swept j 
by flames, ncd as far as known seven j 
persons lost their lives.

A report \\as in circulation that a j 


party of 20 persons driven to the docks 
along the ft. Johns river were forced ! 
into the water, all attempts at rescue 
by boats being futile. The river is be- 
ing searched. 


All the local companies of the state 


militia have been on duty since mid- 
night, and on order o! Governor Jen- 
nings tbe military companies from four 
cities are speeding to Jacksonville by 
special trains. Many extra police have 
been sworn in, and every nblebodied. 
man not doing duty in some capacity 
in the fire sv.'ept district has been 
pressed into the service. The negroes 
are huddled in gvoups in different parts 
of the city, and tfie fear of an attempt 
at lawlessness by\them, although not 
openly expressed', by The whites, is the 
reason for the large military force or- 
dered here. 


The fire companies from Savannah, 


Fernaudiua, Qoala anil other cities 
have been working "fior hoars on the 
fire, but a soaking rain will be' neces- 
sary to effectually quench the flames. 


The total losses will riot be known for 


a week. Tbe path of tbe flames was 13 
blocks wide and nearly two miles long. 


The O1<1 City Destroyed. 


Practically all old Jacksonville was 


destroyed, nothing having been left but 
a few suburbs and Riverside, the most 
fashionable part of the city. It is be- 
lieved the fire Is tbe largest ou record 
in proportion to the size of the city. 


A feature of the conflagration was 


the loss by mnny families of libraries, 
pianos and household goccls after they 
had Ijeen men-eel to a supposed place of 
safety. 


The street car service is at a com- 


plete standstill. All night- the city was 
in darkness. Tho electric light circuits 
were Interrupted and the gas plants 
destroyed. 


A conservative estimate places tbe 


number of homeless people in the city 
at 10.000. 
Most of these spent the 


night in the parks, on the docks a:i 
on barges, while some slept beside tbe 
few belongings they had managed to 
save from the general wreck. 


The board of trade and other com- 


mercial' bodies held meetings to take 
action looking to the alleviation of tbo» 
suffering. 


Leading business men and insurance 


agents estimate the total loss of prop- 
erty at from §10.000,000 to §15,000,000. 


Prominent Bnililings Burned. 


The St. James hotel, which was de- 


stroyed, has been closed since April 10. 
The loss on this building is $173.000. 
Among tho buildings destroyed are: 


The Emery Auditorium, Beard of 


Trade, St. James hotel. Windsor hotel, 


i the Semiuolc club. The Daily Metropo- 
lis, the city ball and market, the Car- 
diner building, the largest office build- 
ing in the city, and the Hubbard build- 
ing.

loss to Jacksonville is greater than 
ever before inflicted by fire upon a city 
of the south, but her best wealth sur- 
vives in her people. 
I estimate our 


loss in property at 815,000.000. 


"There is not a hint ot lawlessness. 


Our people of every race and condition 
have shown the most helpful spirit to 
each other, and I cannot find words of 
commendation strong enough to ex- 
press my admiration of the work dene. 


"The progrosb*of the fire was so rap- 


id and (lie heat so tierce that it was 
only lhe helpfulness anil obedience 
shown that prevented a terrible loss of 
life."
